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GOODIES 



So often when lecturing on this subject of the Flying Saucers, one is posed 

with this question in some form or other . Our attempt to annwcrit is of 
course very limited then as now, and we can only express a few views and call 
to hand some outstanding cases which indicate at least nee way or the other • 

Firstly let us understand what we mean by"Goodies and Baddies they can be 
used in somany differnt ways: as Festive and Negative forces, Light and Dark¬ 
ness , Good and Evil, all of which indicates the \pceptance of the fact that 
there are two very distinguishing standards of viev/s. 

Naturally one accepts that if they are good, then the behaviour pattern will 
be in accordance of accepted standards of morality and ethics, not necessarily 
those of man made laws butprihciples which dominate throughout, generally. 

On the other hand if bad , then the actions or behaviour pattern or results 
would be ■ L ' ;se which would be of those dominated by lower uiandards of mors 
als et~. 

Most people are not prepared to accept a neutral position , and demand that 
*t is one way or the other . , personally I am inclined to such an attitude., 

. at am not so dogmatic as to demand that others may not be right • 

Let us examine why some people have raised the question of good or evil. 
Laturally. basically most of it is :? sar of the unkown. v/hich prompts them to 
" make sure" what they ar T getting involved in . Others who have high religi- 
vs standards naturally want to make sure it doesn’t interfere with their 
belief. Others are prompted by the old self preservation instinct, which de¬ 
mands to know whether one is a friend or foe. and probes before trusting an 
Unl-jJ 07.71 . 

The modern history of Ufo is not without cause for some of the above, to be 
wary as to who and v/hat are these people from outer space, some of the more 
recent cases have indeed caused much thought along the above lifaes of good 
or had intent . Some earlier cases known to those who have been associated 
with Ufology for years have been quite as puzzling in this regard, but one 
never sees them mentioned, by the newcomers, possibly because of their ig¬ 
norance of the cases, or because on some cases they haven ever been made fully 
public, but nevertheless, they cannot ho ignored when evaluating the case 
as a whole. 

One is often told that the Mantel 1 case was one of evil intent* but when truly 
evaluated , this can hardly he so, for it was obvious that Kan;3ell being 
unaware of the danger of being in too close to the motive forces of the 
saucer, was killed not by the intention of the saucer pilots but by his own 
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’retable lack of knowledge of this force field and its power. 

3 cases of the disappearing. Avengers, and Bombers of the USA Navy . also 
are often used as evidence against the p.;. ? ;ful intent of the saucers, and here 
we have to admit that there is a slight lean in the favour of this point of 
via. * but again let it be remembered that, as the Ave. gers and the Bombers were 
never traced and tne evidence so slight as to what cause their disappfctf.ranoe* 
it is very flimsy evidence to completely condemn the UFO for being evil-or 
that their disappearancewas the cause of UFO* that area inde d is very well 
known for many myserious things to happen, and maybe it was a man made cause 
which could have be n hushed up. 

Mainly of course, the far greater issues of charges laid to evil intent or be¬ 
haviour of the saucers are t ie cases in wL: ch all come under the contactee class, 
and to the high fallutin'pseudo-scientific minded Ufologists, these are not 
even given a consideration to be analysed, as even possibly genuine* and it 
remains for the wider open minded grouvs to dig into the ...and at least form 
some conclusion as to theirv-vrscity or reliability. 

One indeed would be foolish to accept all contactee claims as genuine* after 
16 years of research, your Editor, stills finds it hard to accpyt some of the 
claims and prefers to remain objective in those cases. Others cf course being 
substantiated by facts , data* and evidence which has stood upt to many invest¬ 
igations and probes by reliable workers, have a more just claim to being gen¬ 
uine and therefor, have claim to our consideration . 


One of the earliest cases which struck your Editor* but is not much heard of- 
is the case ^f Enzio La Sarsa, or the Nickel Mine case; space demand brevity 
so we ^-n*' go into the full details. Briefly.. Sarsa was dicing at the m ine 
a space . ^ descended, a 3 13 ft tall came from it. They had strange 

hypnotic eyes • One of the monsters ” ordered” Enzio to do something which he 
v " aimed greatly shocked and repelled him , he fefused and the demand was re^ 
led. again Enzio in fear refused and recordsdiock at their suggestion. 

. y fiSAiiyy left him . Vlhether genuine or not. let us give a few thoughts 
to this. Most commentators at the time s\ nested that they wanted Enzio to 
blow u the mine, but I consider this suggestion as foolish for the^could have 
v.-.rm that thems&lves , it appears to me. I stated in my book which I wrote in 
13 h4 and which still remains unpublished, that I considered what they asked 
of Enzio was soiamthing deeper than that- something very personal and which w as 
totally against his religious codes , he being a Roman Catholic. Whatever it 
was it :^«v°lj_ted his ideas of standards which he possessed. This case v/as then, 
if genuine * certainly one which could not be classed as tacse of good * for 
there is a very old saying which has proved a great testing g^uge ” By their 
fruits , ye shall know them etc n Good people of earth or space do not ask 
others to commit something which is contrary to their standard of rightness. 


for to put it into Enzio own words n he said M I would rather die than do what 
they suggested to me” the nature of this act whatever it as * he refused to 
divulge to the police, when in fear., and after having fainted he was questioned* 
Had it been ” b o ing up the mine” he would hardly hide such a fact . N-.^what 
ever that request v/as,it was somethingdee^ly affecting Enzio 1 s standards of 
ethics so deeply he could not bring himself to commit the act . 

Other cases which have never reached publicity bear similar facts, of requests* 
some of them mentioned in the above unpublished book. 


Let us because of space jump forv T ard to more recent cases. The Barney Hill 
case * now**ell known by the publicity given it in the world wide press.

This ;~e contains some most unusual facts of interference of the human rights 
of ti. se conserned. for it is most apparent that neither Barney or his wife 
would have consented to being M operated on" in the manner related, had they 
not been "Hypnotised ". Here again we see a force at work which goes right 
against the accppted Universal code. , that of a person having the right, to 
decide yea or nay . freedom of choice is ours, if thab freedom is taken from 
us by force , so that we do something we :/ould not do otherwise, whether by 
space people or earth poeple being br.‘ mashed or drugged, then the force 
asserting such a violation of our rights cannot be call i good.in my terms 
of thinking. 

To quote one other case again well known, although published in this magazine 
some 6 years ago and nov/ recently only brought to light in the Fyling Saucer 
Review of England. The case of the young Sth. American Farmer, 

No matter how we look at this case we cannot be exactly impressed by the stand 
ards of the saucer people involved, for to take a young farmer and force him 
into sedudtion , a matter which caused his religious principles after much con¬ 
cern, .can hardly be expressed as being classified as those of the best moral 
standards. 

All of thi c ' jrings us back to our initial question . Are tVr ~ goodies or bad¬ 
dies? N^' _t us be honest about it all. All these cases,even those known and 
those not publicised, must be admitted are very much in the minority, and the 
vast majority of cases of saucer visit ant swhet her contacts or not. so far 

ve never displayed any form of real hostility or infringement of our human 
:* ‘gilts, in fact they seem to have ; preferred to greatly respect them . 

Yet we dare not ignore the cases a few of which we have briefly outlined aboisc 
as being completely different in behaviour- to the greater majority which resect 
us and our rights, which brings us to no other conclusion than that 'which I 
stated to Gray Barker years ago when he first started to write up about the 
Bender Case, and published his *well knppn book !, TKi&y Knew Too Much About Fly¬ 
ing Saucers" and in which he quotas me then as saying^there were TWO forces 
at work. I still insist that this is so. It is also logical to conclude that 
they are not ALL COMING FROM THE SAME SOURCE. Hence this difference* quite a 
few writers have tried to tell us that , most of them being scoffed at, but 
at last, many arc being forced to reorienti'feotheir views regarding this pos¬ 
sibility. 

The sad part is that too many wall hinge onto these strange cases to use thorn 
as an angle to prove ALL saucers are evil or bad. This i~ particularly so to 
many religious minded folk who themselves are the greatest teachers of the 
forces of good and evil at work* but when asked to extend that reasoning to 
things from otner worlds they cannot enlarge their limited vision enough to 
realise that such is related in the very book they derive their teachings from. 

Of course there are goodies and baddies, we have them on earth even as every 
day people we live and move amongst, even perhaps in our families^ good and 
bad every where. But it does not mean that ALL men are evil, or so taken 
over by evil forces that the whole human race is evil. Likewise there are 
those from space who are higher in order than others.The main thing is to be 
able to recognise them or identify them, and its so easy. Again n By their 
fruits" YYA .n brings up the question of the fearful ones, how can I protect 
myself, if I was to come in contact with such .* A most unlikely taring however# 
Let us take a look at the 3 cases quoted above. 

3 Case of Ekizio. Despite the fact that he rgites that they had hypnotic 
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eyei * and that the height must have terrifying in the least to him, he hav¬ 
ing never heard of Flying Saucers. Yet even taking all this into consideration 
eir equest he was able to deny* whatever it was andyophl^vo as it was to 
Am. We do not know from the facts HOW he was able to resist them. It is re¬ 
corded he was a devout Homan Cat hoi \ A'_,'A o he resorted as most would have 

done under the circumstances to some form of prayer of other .he admit we 
are assuming this, but apert from will power there seems to be no ther reason 
why or how he was able to resist the dominant power and force of these wierd 
visitors. My guess is that he prayed. 

Case 2. Betty and Barney Hill.... This case is one in which they admit th f ey 
YJERE put under some from of hypnotic spell, and despite all supposed laws re¬ 
lating to such* that no one will do anything against their moral code under 
such a spell* it means that either they were under such a spell that they 
could not resist, or that they wil ingly An the subsconscious consented to 
what took place. Actually we will never probably know * for I do not think 
either party are sure of this to be exact . Hoxvever this case also presents 
other factors which cannot be discussed here * nor would they be believable 
or acceptable to most of our readers* briefly it is one of racial complexity. 

Case 3. The young man Boaz of Brazil. Here it cannot be entirely said he v/as 
FORCED to commit the act, we must remember he was a Latin*young*and naive 
all of which v/ould help him to easily fall a prey to overwhelming forces which 
would appeal and excite his nature, and make him not altogether an unwilling 
party. He w as very human * which mosy of us are not honest anough to admit 
if we were placed under the same circumstances * It must be said in his favour 
he deeply regretted the act after and made repentance accoring to his beliefs.

ANew Zealand, airline Captain has produced a devastating new tl'\t fly¬ 

ing saucers are establishing an intricate grid around the earth's surface. 

He uses accurate mathematical calculations to support his theory and has writ 
ten a book on the subject, 
t* a 

His complicated maths have been proved correct, a representative of the book 1 
publishers said this week . 

" We have had his calculations checked by a mathematician at Victoria Uni¬ 
versity— the verdict is that the figures DO add up" the representative said. 

The pilot is National Air Lines Corp. Capt. Bruce Cathie, " Auckland. 

His thr.v, is so startling that the United States will send a Pentagon of¬ 
ficial to interview him • 

"ew Zealand Security officers have already interviewed him . 

apt. Cathie told the Sunday Mirror he had no interest in speculation about 
little green men " or the possible origin of the "saucers" . 

" All I'm interested in is the mathematical proof of my grid theory" he said 
He said he realised his theory could be held in disrepute because he had 
begun his calculations after sighting an unidentifiable object himself. 

" I flew over a cigar shaped stationary Object above KaiEp'ara Harbour north 
of Auckland , about three years ago," he said. 

" I was able to fix its position exactly and accurately and that prompted 
me to collect other sightings which had been verified by more than one 
source, and which enabled ihhe position of the objects to be fixed. 

" from these all, I began to get some su picion that a pattern was devel¬ 
oping , for I found that verified sight! ;s in a number of particular cases 
four years ago, for instance, indicated that they had bo n all sightings 
of the same object . 

" Forking on that assumption I fixed its line of travel and extended the 
line north. 

" I found exactly , that it intersected the point where I had made my Kai- 
para Harbour observation a year later . 

" Extending the line south gave an intersection over L'Urville Island area 
at the top of the South Island — this time crossing the line of travel of 
an object which had been seen over the Wairarapa district near Wellington. 

" Significantly, I found that other verified reports made at the same time 
as the Wairarapa sightings had placed an object exploding in mid-air over 
the same D'Urville Island area. " 

Capt. Ca.nee said tnat these intersections gave him the basis of his theory 
— by matching up other verified sightings he found that a grid pattern 
cf precise measurements emerged. 

Lpt. Cathie said he applied his New Zealand calculations to a grid cover- 
i.igthe world and once again found verified sightings placed " saucers" oger 
intersections. 

"Then I stumbled on a chance m a them:;c:ical discovery, " he said. 
r Several verified sightings did not match up with the grid pattern , and

Caps. Cathie, says he thinks the M *auce'/e" could be placing a type of bea¬ 
con on the intersections, giving the grids physical proportions. 

,f I believe the intersections are being covered sytematically, 11 he said.

The above is most interesting andhelpful^but not original, in theory 9 for 
the well known book " FLYING SAUCERS AllD THE STRAIGHT LliTE MYSTERY" already 
has explained such a grid which had been establsihed at least in Europe. 

Cathie are helpful in that they are verify¬ 
ing what has been claimed by sauesrersfor some $ime*

that this Hew Zealand pilot has drawn the attention of iq 11 brass 11 to it 
we may get some better recog: nition of the attempts of Mr Michelle to 
exolain this intriguing. * facet of the saucer mystery .

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Believ£ it or not - FLYING SAUCERS continue to make news. The mos\ 
a:_:°zing of all aerial phenomena has been reported in every part of the 
d, including RUSSIA- 

As a matter SS fact, reports of unidentified flying objects in the 
Soviet Union have been the means of causing a religious revival and return 
to God. Russian peasants, unable to explain .he strange phenomena, have 
reasoned this to be something suirernatiiral - possibly a warning from God. 

Paul Vorohaef, Russian-born but now living in America, reports on 
information he has received from behind the iron curtain. According to his 
report - "In So viheastern Siberia unidentified flying objects have been 
spotted- causing great alarm bordering on near panic. This was interpreted 
by the Russian peasants as some awesome warning of a Supernatural Being of 
some impending disaster, possibly the end of the worldj" 

The Soviet press has saau practically nothing about this invasion 
from outer space. The reason, according to Vorohaef, is religious. Because 
of fear that more Russians may turn to God the Communists have tried to 
squelch these reports. Fear of the unknown, hinds Soviet scientists hesitant 
about saying anything "official” about "flying saucers" invading Russia. 

The Soviet newspaper did publish a story of flying saucers over 
Chile, South America. Bated September 10, 19^5 9 the newspaper reported the 
appearance of 12 UFOs seen by hunters. One of the hunters directed an 
electric spotlight on the UFOs. Then he blinked the spotlight, turning mt 
off and on, and to his amazement the saucers turned on their lights, blink¬ 
ing in response. Soviet scientist, Dr. Mitrofan Averev, agrees that unknown 
objects are moving around the earth. Another observatoiy professor has 
declared - "We are not alone in the universe." 

Incidentally, the Soviets speaking of these UFOs call them r BLUD ZA f 
which is"saucers" in Russian. Other reports of Soviet sightings of saucers 
come from I 4 * ...,% A magazine published in Rome, and devoted to ouch technical 
matters ao ;_i ioiles and space research, relates the following information. 

According to this article - "The Soviet Union, with all its war plants, 
atomic installations, air-fields, and missile bases, is under the UFO sur- 
, and Russian military authorities are very unhappy about these f sky 
s. 1 Thousands of people, including officials, are seeing these huge 
saucer-like aircraft, some immense cigar-shaped along with mysterious "fire¬ 
balls" such as are also seen in the United o ;ates. 

In 1961, at a Soviet factory making heavy tanks, there was a great 
explosion which almost precipitated an international crisis. Soviet author¬ 
ities had wqntei to place the blame on American sabotage agents. However, 
several witnesses testified that at daybreak, they had seen a fireball 
descending towards the factory. There followed an explosion, and far several 
minutes a cloud of dust and debris hid the site. When the cloud had settled 
all that remained was a rubble-filled crater. Incidentally, in this partic¬ 
ular sedtion of the factory, we are told, a special automatic device for 
use with atomic cannons was being manufactured. After the explosion a UFO 
was seen poised stationary overhead for some minutes, as though making 
certain the job had been done. In another report, just north of Moscow 
rocket batteries were being set up as part of the Soviet cr.fense system. 
Suddenly, a huge disk-shaped object appeared, and with it a number of smaller 
"flying saucers." The UFOs took up positions and appeared as though they 
were studying the missile site. 

Witnessing this unbelievable spectacle, a nervous battery commander 
panicked and gave unauthorised command to "open fire." Several missiles were 
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filed at the giant disk but they exploded before they reached their target, 
creating a fantastic fireworks dispicy in il.e sky. At this point the smaller 
"saucer" went into action and was apparently able to create a black-out over 
the area, thus stalling the electrical apparatus. Later, when the smaller 
saucer returned to the giant larger craft, the electrical apparatus was 
found to be in working order again. 

rsaazing, almost unbelievable, isn't it? 

Scientists in Europe and America are of the opinion that these flying 
saucers are of extra-terrestrial origin - that is, they are not of this 
planet. They believe further that these space craft are capable of 
surrounding themselves with an intense electro-magnetic force-field which 
can be used by pilots of these space-ships ,o create "black-outs" such as 
was witnessed in New York and elsewhere. Tins also accounts for the tremend¬ 
ous speed of these saucers, indicating a technology far _ .anced and super¬ 
ior to any of our present day scientific knowledge. In fact, it is believed 
that these UFOs are capable of creating a kind of vacuum, enabling them 'o 
fly thru the atmosphere with the least of friction. 

Even the so-called "fire-balls" which we are hearing about are almost 
amazing. Another report that spread alarm and near-panic inside Russia 
occurred in the spring of 1959 • In the ski.es above Sverdlovak, headquarters 
for a Tactical Missile Command, there appeared one of these unusual fireballs. 
Red Air-force pilots fired upon it, and one Soviet air-force pilot told 
under searching examination how he actually flew thru it. The fire-ball 
had simply expanded to let him thru and then took its normal shape again 
as if nothin nad happehed. V/hile under fire from his machir -■ guns it 
had zig-z-ggod and manoeuvred to avoid being hit, clearly snowing it was 
under intelligent control. 

Perhaps you are T/ondering about the significane of these flying 
. jrs? What are they? And where are they from? Why are they here? 

;/e believe they are a sign to the world that we are living in the 
End Time. The prophet Joel, writing concert ing the "latter days", refers to 
"wonders" appearing in the heavens. Hying _„ucers are truly today's great 
wonder. Every nation on earth would like to know the secret of their mis¬ 
sion, and for what purpose they exist. 

The appearance of flying saucers in Russia has caused fear and 
consternation to grip the Soviet people. And there are reports of revival 
as a result of these strange heavenly objects. 

Similarly, we hope that in all seriousness you accept our message 
today as a ciih.1J.enge. Believe with us that the coming of Jesus hastens, 
when with an armadr. of saints he is 3een descending to this earth, and 
like a magnet all who are ready to meet him are seer, ascending back to 
heaven with him. As Elijah similarly went . i heaven by way of a- fiery 
chariot, like a whirlwind, we have reason to suspect that flying saucers a ay 
be God's means of transportation in that day of rapture. . least, their 
presence in the sky may be an indication that our Lord's return is very 
close at hand. 

Remember, the Bible says: " To those who look for him he shall 
appear the second time."

liptical shape object in the sky, wnich -eemed to come from behind the self 
same black cloud. 

The craft app- wed to be approximately the size of a dinner plate held atv 
arms length* and glowed with a bright silvery colour. 

Its height above sea level would have been about 1.500 ft. and would not have 
been visible host people on the plains, because of the dense cloud be¬ 
neath it. 

The craft was h ering in the same position , gently oscillating, and pule 
sating with its bluish-silvery glow whic_: seem&dto create an etheroileffect.

Evaluations ef the above. 

The sightings of 20 th and 26 th of July, appear to be possibly meteors burning 
up in the earth's atmosphere. However, U.F.O. researchc's are not unfamiliar 
with the type of sighting, and previous accounts have raised the question 
as to the possibility of their beingremote controlled "seeing eyes" project¬ 
ed from mother ships. Particulgrly as they have been observed at several 
other times, travelling along horizontally"to the earths surface and then 
shooting up into the sky again . Of course, no conventional meteor would do 
this type of thing, although the powers that be, would sometimes have us be¬ 
lieve the contrary . 

The Croyddn Park gentlemans doscripticn of a sound " something like a jet 
plane" could ascribe, I think to the fact that he lives in a fair proximai 
ity to the delaide Airport , therefor I feel we can discount this partic¬ 
ular as* ; of his report.
